The Montre:il crois • section is 
fairly well representative of the 
national situation. The overall pic- | 
ture shows the hospitals run by thi' | 
various specialized congrcsations of 
Catholic nuns as relatively free 
from rnrlnl discriiniiialioii. So do 
other locnl hospitalizing institu- 
tions, and in one hospit:il comment 
was unobtainable either in positive 
or negative form. 

OPEN TO A IX 
A personally conducted small- 
Kale inquiry included hospitals 
representative ot both independent 
and subsidized institutions. An offi- 
cial of one of these, whose position 
and contacts enables her to speak 
accurately on the subject, emph.ntic- 
ally declared that "the nursing pro- 
fession is world-wide, and as n 
profession is open to girls ot all 
races who meet the required quali- 
fications personally, academically, 
and professionally." At least one 
colored girl Is on the staff of that 
institution, where "practical de- 
mocracy" is the basis of all choice 
ot graduates who fulfil the require- 
ments. 

Among questions aslced were: 
"Had any candidates been turned 
down because of undcsirability due 
to race, creed or color?" And, "To 
the Icnowledge of the officials or 
other persons interviewed, were 
there any signs of evident and pro- 
fessionally unfair discrimination 
against Negro trainee!?" 

The authorities of ' one hospital 
declined to comment in any way.

A new venture in the field ot Mc- 
Gill research will be undertaken 
shortly with the announcement of 
the Nuodex Fellowship, valued at 
$1,000, to David Down, B.Sc, re- 
search student Irom the University 
ot British Columbia. 

The scholarship, dcsifincd to as- 
sist in paint research was handed 
over formally last night at a meet- 
ing of the Montreal Paint and Var- 
nish Club In the Queen's Hotel. 

Representatives of the university 
and paint Industry attended the 
formal presentation, which was 
made by B. C. Goodfcllow, of Nuo- 
dex Products cf Canada, Ltd., to 
George Fcarnely, chairman of the 
Montreal Paint and Varnish Prod- 
uction Club, who, in turn, turned 
It over to Dr. W. H. Hatcher, pro- 
fessor of chemistry here, and Pro- 
fessor Robert V. V. Nlcholls, asso- 
ciate professor of chemistry. 

An additional $1,000 for the pur- 
chase ot equipment to support the 
research program was made by the 
Canadian Paint and Varnish and 
Lacquer Association. The Shell 
Oil Company of Canada, Ltd., has 
made available a valuable piece of 
apilaratus for research which Is be- 
ing carried out under direction of 
Professor Nlcholls.

Statistics Reveal High Birthrate 
AtLachine Petersqn Residmces 



Latest figures from the university 
reveal dn amazing number of births 
have occurred at Peterson Resi- 
dences, Lachine, since it was open- 
ed about a year ago. , 

Statistics, concerning the student 
population at the residences made 
over from the former RCAF depot 
at Laclhne, Indicated that the birth- 
rate is approximately 10 times high- 
er than the average birthrate 
throughout the Dominion. 

Nearly 500. persons, atudents, 
wives and children are .under the 
university's care at Lachine. The 
university conesiders that the pro- 
ject has reaped great dividends, 
since some ot McGlll's outstanding 
students reside there with their 
families, and since it would be 
practically Impossible for these 
student veterans to attend univer- 
sity were It not for the low cost 
residence McGill has at Lachine 
and similar institutions at univer- 
sities across Canada. 

Babies are' bom at the rate of 
alMut four a month. The biggest 
families now have three children, 
some of whom arc in school. Daddy 
goes off to college, and his chil- 
dren go to school. Mother then 
gels on with the daily domestic 
tasks. 



Prof. F. K. Hare, .-«'arden, .has 
to , be ready for any emergency. 
If need- be. a^ child could be bom 
right at the residence but so far 
the, need has not arisen. The 
mothers are sent to the Lachine 
General Hospital. 

One of the most urgent needs 
is for. a nursery school and kin- 
dergarten. Unfortunately veter- 
ans cannot flnahce such an in- 
stitution, however ' desirable, on 
their slim budgets. A couple with 
three children get just over $100 
a month in allowances. The uni- 
versity charges them $95 for their 
heated quarters, food, linen and 
other incidentals which go to make 
up the comfortable surroundings, 
including a cafeteria and recreation 
quarters. 

These couples are getting the 
greatest bargain going. A single 
couple pay only $75 a month for 
their heated quarters, meals, linen 
and incidentals. The demand for ac- 
commodation is. much greater than 
can be met. There are scores of 
couples who cannot get into the re- 
sidences simply because there is no 
more >room. There is very little 
turnover of residents.

The story in today's issue of The Daily con- 
cerning "Old McGill" illustrates the unfortunate 
circumstances of what may or may not be mis- 
placed côiitidencê. We cannot confirm or dény 
the case, and, in effect, we are not anxious 
to do cither. 

But the fact remaini that tlié annual publi- 



cation of Hie student body, d-i. olfiei.'ll diary, ha.<: 
been ilélaycd ^ôme six months in ils dclitit. 
Origtrinlly sclieduléd Id àpti^flr for spring roii- 
vocalion, M.-iy 2^, "Old Mi Dill" will uiàkc ils 
a|)pearancc early in November. 

It \i iriié to say ihnl miic.h of this delay 
was caused by à ràthér apathetic student body 
resulting in lack of ro-np(?ration Willi the "Old 
McOill" managing board. 

But it is equally true to assert that more 
thorough Arid êfficicni ôrgànizfttion on the pari 
of ihe staff could, to- some extent, overcome 
.«ludcnt àpalhy, Tt is probably inevitable that 
lh6rc will be some lack of interest and initiative 
on the part of students. This hAppens in practi- 
cally every campUs groiip. But it docs not ëx- 
cusê rtsponsibic campus leaders from overcom- 
ing it by their owii personal injtiatiVc, energy 
and ability. 

At the moment, "Old McGill" is completely 
wilhoiit 6 stiff; none hàving been nominated 
by the retiring managing board. It is stronglj^ 
to bè hoped that the new staff of what is 
probably one of McGill's better known publica- 
tions, when they àré foiind, will rëstdrc the 
annual to its proper place among the studènts 
and associates of thé university.

Hector Bolitho-English Author

Héclor Bolitho was the first English author to 
offer the sérvicci of his pen to the R,A.F. on the 
day war was declared. Hè worked as an Intelligence 
Officer ior six years. Both parties seem to have 
profited from thé àrrAngement, for "Task for Coàital 
Command" (Mr, Bolitho's latest book) is not only 
an excellent account of the BAttle of the South- 
wèttém Àpproachei, but it also slves the reader a 
glimpsé ài the diificulties involved in Mr. Bolitho's 
Jot>— easing battle stories out of returning aircrew, 
it li obvious thai he was succeasful In this Job as 
many of these stories are included, often in the 
airman's own words. For Instance there is the 
-dramatic story of FÎt-Liéut K. O. Môôrë, D.S.O., 
the only man— and a Canadian at that— who sank 
two U-boats. As if that were not enough, he sank 
ihcm within twenty-two minutes of one another! 
Eric Kennington has painted ■ portrait of Flt.- 
Lleut. Moore, which Mr. Bolitho presented to the 
National Gallèry in Ottawa. It Is reproduced In 
'Task for Coastal Command." 

'■TAslc for Costal Command" takes the form of a 
diary of the four months following D-day, when tho 
Ceimnand's miln Job was to keep U>bo&ts and other 
hosille vesiels based Iii the Bay of Biscay from 
attacking the invasion forces. Part of the purpose 
of this diary was "to roaké a record of the character 
and spirit of the command with which I serve." It 
is thii side of Mr. BoUtho'a book that rounds It into 
completion. His accounts of the life on Coastal Com- 
mand stations complement the Accounts 6t opiratlons, 
and turns It, as the publisher claims, into "an authen- 
tic yet moving document." . 
^ Mr. Bolitho Arrived in Montréal on the "EmprAié 



of Canada" a week ago, after a short but strenuous 
sojourn In England. The AuatrAllan BroAdeasting 
Company has commissioned hlhi to give a llftcen- 
minute talk once a week for a year, and in four 
weeks hè wrote and recorded twènty-two of them. 
He intends to complete the series in New York. 
However his main reason for coming to this con- 
tinent is to mâkê a lecture toUr of the êàstëni United 
States, which will take him all winter. He hasn't 
lectured in the United SUte^ aince 1930. / 

He'll probably still be on thU side of thè AUantIc 
when his new book, "The ReIgn of Queen Victoria" 
appears. For this book he has unearthed .a number 
of hitherto uhrévëAlèd dociiihénts, chiéfly thè letters 
exchanged between Quècn Victoria and the Empress 
Augusta of Germany. He has also unearthed the 
romantic atoty of Queen Victoria's father, Edward, 
Duke of Kent, and his mistress, Madam'e de Saint 
Laurent, who lived together in Quebec for many 
years-a story supported by new letters found 
here and In Switzerland, 

Mr. Bolitho was bom in Auckland, New Zealand, 
and atarted wrltfaig early In life. His first publica- 
tion was an account of a tour of New ZitalAnd he'd 
made with the Prince of Wales in 1920. Slnee then 
his works include biographies of Prince Albert, 
Marie Tempèst, Edward VIII and George VI, and 
several novels. He has also wriUèn a play in col- 
laboration with Terrence Rattigan. and edited the 
letters of Lady Augiista Stanley, Lord Elgin's sister. 

His first visit to Canada was with the Dean of 
Windsor and the Westminster Abbey choir Aà a 
lay speaker some twenty years ago. He has since 
Bain héré iôiir Uméi to licture.

RED GROSS STUDIES 
CURBS UPON ACTION 

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept 00.— 
The executive committee of the 
league of Red Cross societies ended 
an 11-day scries of meetings in 
Geneva recently. 

In addition to transacting the in- 
ternal business of the league the 
delegates considered the growing 
threat to the independence of the 
national Red Cross societies in 
msny countries of the world. The 
attempt by the Government in 
ICastcrn- Europe to dominate or ex- 
tinguish the independent soclties 
has almost brought Red Cross ac- 
tivities to a standstill in most parts 
of that area, a source close to the 
committee said today. 

The Rumanian Government, for 
instance, is seeking to impose im- 
port duties on relief goods prc- 
p.irc<l and ready for shipment to 
the Rumanian Rcii Cross and is 
trying to dry up the funds of the 
Kcd ross. 

The conference of European so- 
cieties, to be held in Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia, next month, is ex- 
pected to bring even more of this 
problem to light. The Russian and 
I'olish Red Cross organizations 
were not represented in Geneva but 
will be present in Belgrade, 

The problem is likely to be 
brought to a crisis at the Stock- 
holm conference of the Red Cros.s 
in 19411. A technical committee is 
preparing a tu'w set of criteria for 
ininiber.^liip in tlip league that 
would require stronger guarantees 
of independence from Guvenunenl 
Lonlrol l>efore the admission of a 
luiliurial Ked Cross to membership. 

The lea'jue regards itself as the 
protector of member national so- 
lieliej in peacetime. On the basis 
ot long experience it is convinced 
that tiie Red Çross and Red Cres- 
cent societies can draw the sup- 
port needed fioin individuals ttie 
world over only if ;,11 ilie woild 
knows lh.it lU'd Cross relief is not 
subject to political control. 

During the Geneva meeting a 
('OMl]ni^.-ion w.is appointed to study 
llie (ii.<tril)ulion of fooil for civilian 
populutinns in wartime in co-op- 
eration with Intcr-Cross. A tech- 
nical commission on the revision of 
the Geneva Convention also met 
and Winked on n report for the 
Stockliolin conference. 

The Uritish Ked Cro.ss expressed 
its opposition to the United Na- 
tions appeal for children, a United 



Nations - sponsored movement for 
raising funds by voluntary con- 
tributions to be used for emer- 
gency feeding and aid for chil- 
dren. The British, supported by 
the United States, said that they 
had no objection to Governments' 
giving to a special fund for chil- 
dren, but that they thought it un- 
wise for Governments also to spon- 
sor separate appeals for voluntary 
contributions. 

The chairman ot the Geneva 
meeting was Dr. G. A. Bohny, of 
Switzerland. The United Statci 
representative was James T. Nich- 
olson, executive vice-president ol 
the American Red Cross. 

The committee accepted the Leb- 
anon and Philippine Red Cross ano 
the Syrian Red Crescent for mem- 
bership, subject to the approval of 
the Stockholm conference.
